Chicago, Dec. 16.—An opportunity to 
view the sausage factory at North Her­ 
mitage and Dlversey avenues will be 
accorded the jurors In the Luetgert 
case. When Attorney Harmon began 
his opening for the defense ytsterday 
afternoon he said that he wished the 
twelve men might see for themselves.

THE PROPOSED ARMOR PLANT. 


What congress considered an exorbi­ 
tant price for armor plate led to the 
present a&ritation in regard to the gov­ 
ernment itself going into the business 
of owning its own plant and making 
the steel plate used in the construction 
of the battleships. 


The proposed plant will coat $3,750,- 
000, and be capable of making 500 tons 
of armor plate per year. The board of 
inquiry deems it inexpedient for con- 
l^ress to build such a plant unless there 
is an annual appropriation so that the 
mill may be kept in continual opera­ 
tion. Economy in results cannot be ob­ 
tained unless the plant is in constant 
operation, and the board of inquiry 
doubts if the government can make its 
armor plate any cheaper than it can 
buy of private companies. On the 
whole it is very doubtful if congress will 
make an appropriation of $4,000,OOj to 
construct and equip such a plant. 


This is the enterprise that Senator 
Burrows favors locating in Benton 
Harbor. If the senator has the influ­ 
ence to locate here a $4,000,000 gov­ 
ernment plant that 
same influence 
ought to be able to get a half million 
dollar appropriation for our harbor. 


A first class harbor in the hand is bet­ 
ter than an armor plant in the bush. 


It is now time that this city should 
take up and agitate the building here 
of a municipal electric light plant. The 
average cost of arc lights in Michigan 
is $6 per month, about 25 per cent less 
than Benton Harbor pays for 
her 
lights. In some cities in the state arc 
lights are furnished as low as $11 per 
month. 
The city can save several 
hundred dollars on its light bill every 
year just as well as not.

Lansing, Dec. 15.—The state granite 
and state association of farmers’ clubs 
are both holding their annual meet- 
iuga. Many representative farmers are 
here and, thanks to gond crops and 
high prices, all seem happy and con­ 
tented. Farmers’ clubs have had a 
good growth during the year. 


Grand Master Hurfcon addressed the 
grange yesterday , morning. 
He re­ 
ferred to the action of the national 
grange in protesting against the prac­ 
tical nullification of the “long and 
short haul” provision of the interstate 
commerce law, thus hindering the pro­ 
duction and consumption of surplus 
farm products, by m'aking excussive 
transportation rates. 


In Michigan 11 now granges have 
been instituted this year and several 
dormant ones revived. 
In the matter 
of co-operative trading there has been 
an increased interest, although this 
feature is still in its infancy. 


Mr. Horton congratulated the grange 
on the passage of the oleomargarine, 
traveling library and farmers’ in.stitute 
appropriation bills, all of which the 
grange had advocated. 
He attributed 
the failure of the bill preventing ap- 
f»eals in pe’ty justice court cases to 
awyers who feared loss of fees, and be­ 
moaned the abolition of the ottice of 
aliite statistician. 


The Kimmis county salary, anti-fee 
bill, which was defeated, will ])c urged 
again, so Mr. Horton intimated. So 
will the Wagar bill, readjusting the 
salaries of atate employes. The grange 
inlluence did much to defeat the repeal 
of the mortgage tax and farm statistics 
laws, a* well as to defeat the township 
unit system of school supervision. 
At­ 
tention was called to the fact that the 
senate was the e.vecutioner of all bills 
petitioned for by the grange and lost. 


Co-operation was urged as the road 
to success,and all farmers were advised 
to make a careful study of this subject. 
The pure food laws were 
indorstid. 
Master Horton declared that this pro­ 
tection to purchasers should be ex­ 
tended ‘‘to drut»s, clothing and dry 
goods and to all articles of merchandise 
in the manufacture and sale of which 
fraud and deception are so frequently 
practiced.” 
lOx-Food 
Commiasioner 
Slorrs and Commissioner Grosvenor 
were thanked for their efforts. 


Free rural mail delivery was advo­ 
cated by the master. 
He protested 
against the hawker and pedt. ler law 
of the last legislature, denouncing it as 
being enacted wholly in the interests of 
stores in the larger cities, and calculat­ 
ed to force farmers to go to town to 
transact business. The visits of the 
peddlers during the busy season were 
said to be a great ííuving to farmers. 
A glowing tribute was paid the agri­ 
cultural college. 
n Mastor Morton advocated the election 
of the United Slates senators by the 
people,and the postal .savings bank sys­ 
tem and good roads. 
He expressed 
the fear that the concessions to con­ 
stant travelers, in tlie way of mileage 
hooks, mitrht retard concession to the 
occasional traveler, and especially to 
the farmer, wlio hud extended greater 
aid to railroad building than any other 
class. 
For this reason he favored peti­ 
tioning the next legislature for a Ihit 2- 
cent fare law.
